Humphrey rules out drive for nomination

Hubert Humphrey declined today to 
become an active candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
At a packed Capitol Hill news con­ 
ference. the Minnesota senator said 
despite advice from many of his friends 
and supporters, he would not enter the 
New Jersey primary June 8 — the filing 
deadline was this afternoon 
and would 
not allow a committee to be formed on 
his behalf 
That amounted to no change from his 
previous position that he would not seek 
the nomination but would accept it if of­ 
fered 
In the past two days, since Jimmy 
Carter’s stunning victory in the Penn 
Sylvania primary cleared the field of 
other Democrats, Humphrey heard the 
clang of the firebells but decided against 


a fourth try for the White House 
President Ford, campaigning in 
Texas, said today the American public 
wouldn’t stand for it if the Democrats do 
not nominate Carter after his string of 
primary victories 
Ford, at a news conference in Houston, 
was asked about Carter’s victory in the 
Pennsylvania primary and attempts by 
some Democrats to slow the former 
Georgia governor’s campaign 
“ The only way I see they can stop him 
now is to have a smoke-filled room, 
brokered type of convention 
in New 
York, said Ford “ I don t think the public 
would stand for that ’* " 
Both Ford and Ronald Reagan stepped 
up their attacks on each other today and 
Ford said Texas voters must choose 
between ‘ policies (Ford si and per­ 
sonality (Reagan's)’’ in Saturday s Lone 


Star State presidential primary’ 
In Huntsville. Ala , Reagan said it is 
time to discuss the facts about the 
nation’s military position rather than 
talking in “ generalities and evasions 
'Saying there are no retakes in the 
oval office is not an answer to why we re 
second militarily behind the Soviet 
Union.” Reagan retorted to an earlier 
presidential reference to his acting 
background “ When is Mr Ford going to 
reply with facts about our defense’’ 
Democrats Morris Udall and Henry 
Jackson, soundly defeated by Carter in 
Pennsylvania, meanwhile looked for 
ways to stop Carter’s momentum And 
Carter moving his campaign to Texas 
today, said he didn t care what 
Humphrey did 
Jackson had counted heavily on a Pen­ 
nsylvania victory 
Wednesday he 


canceled a campaign trip set for today in 
Indiana, and his wife Helen said he would 
try to change the “ tenor" of his cam­ 
paign and put more emphasis on is­ 
sues 
Udall, who finished third behind 
Jackson, goes on network tv tonight to 
appeal for campaign funds “ We’ve got a 
tough uphill fight,’’ Udall told a 
Washington news conference Wednes­ 
day, but “ there is not going to be any 
withdrawal.” 
Carter told a Philadelphia news con­ 
ference he expects to win the 
Democratic nomination on the first 
ballot 
“ I’m very at ease about the other can­ 
didates. including Senator Humphrey,” 
Carter said Asked whether he thought 
Humphrey should declare, Carter 
replied “ I don't care ’’ 


President Ford, who had been 
predicting Humphrey as the Democratic 
nominee, said “ the momentum for 
Carter has certainly accelerated.” 
Ford mixed kisses from more than 50 
Texas coeds — the Apache Belles at 
Tyler Junior College and the Kilgore 
Junior College Rangerettes at Longview 
- with attacks on Ronald Reagan, who 
also mines Texas for votes today after a 
swing Wednesday through Alabama. 
Questioning the competence and ex­ 
perience of the former movie star, Ford 
said “ There are no retakes in the Oval 
Office Glibness is not good enough. 
Superficiality is not good enough ’’ 
The President claimed Reagan has 
shown an “ unfair and illogical way to 
look at defense issues, 
but Reagan 
stuck to his claims the nation's defense 
is slipping 
He doubted that “ just 20 months in his 


own appointed position makes him an ex­ 
pert on the country’s defense position.” 
Later, in a nationwide tv address. 
Reagan painted a picture of Soviet 
military superiority with quotes from 
NATO commander Alexander Haig and 
former Secretary of Defense James 
Schlesinger 
Idaho Sen Frank Church, campaigning 
in Portland for the May 25 Oregon 
prim ary, said aides for other 
Democratic candidates have asked about 
joining his campaign, and suggested that 
it is time for the liberal wing to 
“ coalesce” around his candidacy. 
Jerry Brown took his late-starting 
campaign outside California for the first 
time with a two-day Maryland tour. The 
California governor said he plans to 
spend at least $100,000 on Maryland’s 
May 18 primary and considers the Dem­ 
ocratic race still “ very open ”

ended their labors .it about 6 a rn today 
ami were going home to get some sleep 
The operator quoted the employe as 
saving both of the company's wells were 
operating this morning but that it would 
lake a couple of (Iiivs to restore reserve 
supplies to normal levels In the mean­ 
time the employe asked Mission Hills 
residents to refrain from watering their 
lawns or washing their cars 
The telephone operator said she had 
heard a rumor in the community last 
night that water supplies were dwindl­ 
ing She said th* rumor was unfounded. 
or that it painted the picture blacker 
than it was 
A slightly different assessment, 
however led to emergency measures at 
Los Berros school serving the Mission 
Hills community Joe Carlin, business 
manager of Lompoc Unified School 
District and nominal head of building 
md grounds among other duties, said a 
woman connected with the company 
called to say water would bt* cut off 
Thursday and Friday in the emergency 
* .nim said hi* had chemical toilets 
brought to the school to serve in lieu of 
restroom fat littles and bottled water for 
drinking 
The school reportedly was receiving 
normal water supplies this morning and 
had no need for the emergency 
measure** However Carlin said he un 
der stood the complins might have to turn 
the water off again for a brief period 
There was no wav of confirming that 
report this morning

and again this morning when he found at 
least one well in operation

The report continued ' Distance from 
the main probation office in Santa Bar 
bara has diluted this impact and has 
resulted in a lack of standardization

P-R Commission 
rebels against 
disclosure code

Windows rattled, lights blinked and 
doors trembled last night when the 
Parks and Recreation (Commission con­ 
fronted the new state law that requires 
board and commission members to dis­ 
close their income, investments and real 
property 
George Johnson announced he is 
resigning from the commission Larry 
Flinkingshelt said he will wait for the 
City Council to “ fire" him And Leonard 
Akronowitz reported he “ would consider 
resigning ” 
The commission defeated a motion to 
adopt a disclosure of interest code as the 
City Council has required all city boards 
and commissions to do by July 9 The 
vote was 4 to I 
Chairman Mike Siminski will dispatch 
a letter to Mayor F C Stevens today to 
explain why 
"I don't have anything to be upset 
about, hut I don’t think it is anyone’s 
business.” said Flinkingshelt on having 
to report his interests to the city which 
would be public record 
He added it was understandable for an 
elected official to do so, but for an ap­ 
pointed commissioner it was not right 
“ I don’t have the power to materially 
change anyone," said Flinkingshelt, a 
six-year commissioner 
Johnson 
who has sat on the commis­ 
sion for three years — said he will sub­ 
mit his letter of resignation to the mayor 
today. 
1 To me it is not only a violation of my 
private, personal rights. I think it will be 
a harm to the city,” he said. “ Some peo- 
pie who would have volunteered their 
time expertise and even money will not 
now do so.” 
He gestured toward a model disclosure 
of interest form and said, ‘i'm not about 
to sign a statement like that 
to me it s 
an invasion of privacy It s outrageous ” 


The model form, drawn up by the city 
attorney, contains categories such as in­ 
vestments, interest in real property and 
“ income (other than gifts) aggregating 
$250 or more " The form requires that a 
person check brackets indicating dollar 
value (example “ Value does not exceed 
$10,000” ), rather than write out specific 
amounts 
“ I don’t have anything to hide, but it s 
my personal business,” said Johnson. 
The fact that, according to City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson commissioners 
have to list only interests that would 
“ foreseeably be materially affected by 
decisions of the commission” did not ap­ 
pease certain commissioners. 
“ To me. as soon as you sign this, in a 
few months they can come down wanting 
more detail,” Johnson remarked. 
Commissioners Johnson, Flinkingshelt 
and Akronowitz expressed that they 
were philosophically against any type of 
disclosure of interest 
Siminski voted against the motion on a 
technicality. He felt the model code was 
improperly worded. Philosophically he 
backs the new law “ because it was pas­ 
sed by the people ” 
He said, however, he disagrees with 
the "unreasonable degree in detail and 
application” of the law. which, as in­ 
terpreted by Davidson, applies to city 
department heads besides boards and 
commissions. 
New commissioner Connie Steffen 
voted in favor of the motion She in­ 
dicated she felt the law was un­ 
reasonable. but she won’t mind disc*los­ 
ing her interests 
Davidson 
who was called at home 
during the meeting 
reported that if the 
commissioners fail to adopt a disclosure 
of interest code, the City Council would 
do it for them 
Flinkingshelt said Im1 will not report 
his interests and will wait for the City 
Council to take action against him

Since Floyd 'n first four year 
term doesn't expire until 1978 
the county supervisors will be 
required to name a successor to 
Floyd as soon as possible 
While 
Floyd s 
assistant, 
William L Parsons, has been 
reported to have an inside track 
for the position, the supervisors 
could bypass Parsons jus* as 
they did Bill Arnold, the chief 
assistant, several years ago. 
after AuditorController Albie 
Faves resigned in mid term 


The b oa rd can fo llo w 
previous practices of recruiting 
for the position 
even from 
outside the county 
and then 
naming Parsons or some other 
applicant for the position, until 
the cml of the term, when the 
incumbent must stand for re 
election if he wants to hold the 
job The position will be up for 
grabs in the 1978 Primary Flee 
lion 


The board may follow the 
practice of previous boards in 
the cases of Faves and former 
C ou nty 
A ssessor 
H a rry 
H olm quist, both of whom 
resigned in mid term 


In both cases, applications 
were invited from qualified 
persons, and Adm inistrative 


Officer Raymond I) Johnson 
took part in the process of 
selection by screening appli­ 
cants and making recommen 
elations 
However, the board has 
shown a decided bent toward 
playing a bigger part in the 
selection process of county ap­ 
pointees. and may take it on 
itself to make an appointment 
without receiving,! recommen 
da t ion 
The board named William 
Cook 
as 
s u c c e s s o r 
to 
Holmquist, moving Cook up 
from a top position in the 
department 
There has been some specula 
tion that Floyd s departure 
could cause some confusion in a 
department that has been con 
suierably expanded in recent 
years, and taking on many new 
functions 
A newcomer 
especially one 
from another county who might 
or might not have county 
auditor office experience 
might find the Santa Barbara 
County auditor-controller post 
tom a rough job to handle in 
view of its extreme complexity 
these days 
Parsons, from all accounts, 
knows the system whereas an 
appointee 
from 
elsewhere 
m ight stum ble quite a bit 
before getting acclimated 
Not everybody could apply 
for the position 
Applicants 
must 
have accounting ex 
perience, and experience in the 
office of a county auditor 
controller 


Residence requirements are 
now so easy to meet that an out­ 
sider could be appointed and 
could establish residence in 
time to take over the position 
when Floyd leaves or shortly 
thereafter 
Until Floyd took the position 
in 1974 the number of auditors 
the county has had was very 
few Floyd took the oath of of 
foe Dec 9. 19*71 and took over 
the position March I, 1972, the 
day after Haves' retirement 
Haves’ term was to have gone 
on to Jan , 1975 
In ending the Haves’ family 
dynasty in the auditor's office. 
Floyd began a rapport between 
the office and the county super­ 
visors that had been missing un­ 
der the testy Haves 
Floyd then began to win com­ 
mendations from the county 
supervisors Ile set up and im ­ 
plemented the new county 
financial management informa 
ti on system and also took on 
m o re 
d u tie s 
w hen 
th e 
Resources and C ollectio n 
Department was merged with 
his office two years ago 
But in expanding his empire 
Floyd and Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond I) 
Johnson 
began to run counter to one 
another 
There was open dis­ 
agreement between them which 
has continued, w ith little 
prospect of wounds being 
healed Ironically, Johnson had 
brought Floyd with him to be 
his assistant when Johnson

McClure the beating that killed 
him say he was on his knees 
screaming “ God make them 
stop.” as relays of bigger 
recruits bashed him with pugil 
sticks for about 45 minutes to 
prove to their drill sergeants 
they were “ motivated *’ 
The Marine Corps Wednesday 
ordered three sergeants and a 
captain to face courts martial 
on charges ranging up to 
negligent homicide and man­ 
slaughter in the death of Mc­ 
Clure. 20, of Lufkin, Tex 
The colonel commanding Mc­ 
Clure’s regiment was disci­ 
plined by unspecified punish­ 
ment. announced Maj 
Gen 
Kenneth Houghton, commander 
of the Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot 
McClure, described as men­ 
tally retarded, died March 13, 
three months after he suffered 
massive brain damage in a 
beating during training at the 
depot. He never regained con­ 
sciousness 
In interviews published today 
by the Los Angeles Times, four 
former recruits said drill 
sergeants ordered them to beat 
McClure, one after another, in 
bouts with pugil sticks, padding 
tipped poles used in bayonet 
training 
According to the article, they 
said McClure repeatedly com­ 
plained that he was injured and 
refused to fight, threw down his 
stick and helmet and ran 
screaming from the ring But 
they said the sergeants dragged 
him back, ordering the others 
to beat him as he lay on the 
ground, 
“ We were like animals.” said 
Robert Evans, now discharged, 
who said he struck the final 
blow and has been troubled by 
nightmares ever since 
Recruits could get out of the 
undesirable platoon by show­ 
ing motivation, he said. and 
with the sergeants egging them 
on they took turns beating Mc­ 
Clure “ to prove to the drill in­ 
structor that we could make 
good Marines. 
“ Just to beat on this guy gave 
us the feeling that the drill in­ 
structor liked this and that we 
were really showing motiva­ 
tion 


McClure, taking a beating on 
the ground, was trying to stand 
Evans said, when he moved in 
and bashed him on the head 
several times “ with all I had” 
as McClure stumbled back­ 
ward 


“ He was laying there and his 
head was rolling around

just knew right there that was

A trial that may last most of 
this summer began before a 
Federal Trade Commission law 
judge Wednesday with attor­ 
neys for the agency arguing 
that monopoly control and a 
“ tacit conspiracy” to restrict 
competition has meant that 
American consumers pay per­ 
haps $1 million a year more 
than they should have to pay for 
breakfast cereal products 


The companies — Kellogg, 
General Mills. General Foods 
and Quaker Oats - told the 
opening session of the trial that 
the government’s legal theories 
were specious at best, with 
some of them contrived just for 
the case at hand 


Lawyers representing some 
of the companies said they were 
guilty of nothing more than in­ 
novation and that there are no 
real barriers to new companies

The FTC' complaint, which

Recommendations made 
# 
to end intelligence abuse 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
Sen­ 
ate investigators now have 
published the full results of 
their 15-month study of abuses 
by U S intelligence agencies at 
home and abroad and made 183 
separate recommendations on 
what to do about them 
A 396-page report on “ Intelli­ 
gence Activities and the Rights 
of 
Am ericans,” 
released 
Wednesday night, said constitu­ 
tional guarantees of millions of 
Americans were violated by the 
FBI, CIA and other agencies 
during Democratic and Repub­ 
lican administrations 
The report supplemented a 
Monday report that offered 86 
suggestions on U S foreign and 
military intelligence 
The 96 
recommendations in the later 
one are designed to control or 
restrain domestic intelligence 
operations 
“ There is no inherent consti­ 
tutional authority for the presi­ 
dent or any intelligence agency 
to violate the law,” the report 


said 
“ The committee's fundamen­ 
tal conclusion is that intelli­ 
gence a c t i v i t i e s have un­ 
dermined the constitutional 
rights of citizens and that they 
have done so primarily because 
checks and balances designed 
by the framers of the Constitu­ 
tion to assure accountability 
have not been applied,” it said 
Two of the ll committee 
m em bers disagreed and 
refused to sign the document, 
saying the charges against the 
agencies and the proposed 
reforms were too sweeping and 
would result in more harm than 
good 
Sen John Tower. R-Tex , and 
Sen Barry Coldwater, R-Ariz., 
said the committee’s recom­ 
mendations “ are either unsup­ 
ported by th*' factual record or 
unduly restrict attainment of 
valid intelligence objectives.” 
The report portrayed a “ Big 
Brother” role of intelligence 
agencies in interfering with 
FBI cleared in 
King assassination 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
Justice Department today said 
a five-month investigation has 
tentatively concluded that the 
FBI was not involved “ in any 
way” in the assassination of Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr 


Attorney General Edward H 
Levi announced the results of a 
lengthy review of the F B I’s in­ 
vestigation of King's death in 
1968 and of the F B I’s “ rela 
tions” with King prior to his

SACRAMENTO (U F I) - A 
Senate committee has killed 
two environmentalist-support­ 
ed bills to require mandatory 
deposits on beverage cans and 
bottles and to preserve a nine- 
mile stretch of rapids on the 
Stanislaus River 
The measures were defeated 
Wednesday when the Natural 
Resources and Wildlife Com­ 
mittee deadlocked 4-4 in sepa­ 
rate votes 
There is one 
vacancy on the nine-member 
panel 
The antilitter bill <SB13&4» 
by Sen 
Omer Rains. D- 
Ventura. would have provided 


for a 5-cent deposit on beer and 
soft drink containers except for 
a 2-ceni deposit on ones which 
could be refilled by different 
beverage producers 
Supporters of the measure 
have contended a mandatory 
deposit system on bottles and 
cans conserves energy, dump 
space and natural resources 
and can save consumers 
money 
Opponents have said 
the legislation would cost 
hundreds of jobs in the can in­ 
dustry 
The other bill (SB1482) by 
Sen Peter H Behr. R-Ti huron 
was designed to preserve the

Teng named 
instigator 
of rioting 


HONG KONG (UPI) - A 
Chinese Communist party 
magazine has accused former 
Deputy Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping of directing from behind 
the scenes the riots that 
erupted April 5 in Peking’s 
Gate of Heavenly Peace Squa­ 
re. 
“ This 
counterrevolutionary 
political incident was a com­ 
pletely 
organized, 
premeditated and planned 
one,’’ said the Communist party 
theoretical journal Red Flag 
Teng, ousted from high party, 
government and army posts as 
a result of the riots, was the 
“ behind the scenes boss” of the 
rioters, the magazine said in its 
May edition 
An article written for Red 
Flag by Peking’s Worker 
Militia General Command, 
which put down the rioting, said 
rumors circulated several days 
before the incident that “ there 
will certainly be some excite­ 
ment around the Ching Ming 
Festival.” 
Ching Ming is an ancient 
festival during which tribute is 
paid to the dead 
The rioting erupted when 
authorities removed thousands 
of wreaths that had been placed 
around a Martyr’s Monument in 
Peking’s Tien An Men ((iate of 
Heavenly Peace) Square to 
honor the late F’remier Chou 
Kn-lai. who died Jan 8 
The article, broadcast by 
Peking Radio Wednesday, said 
that although many went to the 
square to pay genuine tribute to 
Chou, supporters of Teng used 
it as a cover to create the 
‘*counterrevolutionary politic- 
al incident.” 
"Under the guise of com­ 
memorating the late premier 
Chou during the Ching Ming 
Festival, they gathered at Tien 
An Men square to perform 
counterrevolutionary 
deeds, 
Moreover, they used this com­ 
memoration to deceive and in­ 
cite some people who were un­ 
aware of the truth...” 
This, the article said, "com­ 
pletely laid bare that their com­ 
memoration of the late premier 
Chou was false, but that their 
protection of Teng Hsiao-ping 
was true. 
A related article, published in 
the party newspaper, F’eople’s 
Daily, made much the same 
charges as the campaign to 
completely discredit Teng 
gained momentum.

Hall said each pesticide 
chemical used on a crop has a 
set tolerance or maximum level 
it may legally contain TYiese 
tolerances provide a large 
margin of safety for con­ 
sumers, as they are no greater 
than one-hundredth of the level 
at which a health hazard might 
bt' created 
If material being harvested is 
found to contain excessive 
residues, harvest is either post­ 
poned until the residue reaches 
a safe level, or the entire crop 
rn that field may be destroyed. 
Hall said

Lurie takes a 'Giant' step 
D'Acquisto faces 
return to minors

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— All his life, well into middle 
age. he was Louis Lune s little 
boy Bobby Lou Lurie owned a 
bug chunk of downtown San 
F ra n c isc o and e x te n siv e 
holdings in Chicago and in­ 
vested in Broadway shows He 
was a confidante of politicians 
and he had the same table for 
lunch at Jack’s Restaurant for 
more than 50 years. 
Bob Lurie, who is now 47 
yea rs old wa s short. stocky a nd 
unobstrusive It was known he 
owned a small piece of the San 
Francisco G iants and was 
nominally on the board of direc­ 
tors 
Frequently, at social 
gatherings, he was at the elbow 
of Charles Stoneham (('hub) 
Feeney, the president of the 
National League But patently 
he was a man destined for ob­ 
scurity. 
All that has changed 
It 
changes when you have $4 
million to invest in a sports 
franchise — meaning that you, 
too, Bob Lune, can get your 
name in the papers 
He is half of a general 
partnership with a man named 
Arthur (Bud I Herseth, a cat­ 
tleman from Phoenix. Ariz, 
who put in a m atching $4 
million Together they bought 
the beleaguered Giants from 
the National Exhibition Com­ 
pany, w hich m eant Chub 
Feeney’s uncle Horace 
But 
Lurie, because he is the man on 
the spot in San Francisco, will 
be the owners voice 


Years ago. when the Giants 
moved west from New York 
and Lune had bought a token 
piece of the club, he used to 
show up in their spring training 
camp in Arizona, put on a un­ 
iform and shag a few balls into 
the outfield. The late Jeff 
Chandler used to do that, too 


But since March 2, Lurie has 
learned what it’s like to be real­ 
ly involved 
On that date a 
frenetic set of circumstances 
made Lurie the spokesman of a 
franchise which historically 
goes back to 1883 The Giants 
were on the verge of being sold 
to a Toronto group since Bob 
Short of Minneapolis, originally 
ticketed as Lurie s partner, had 
pulled out of a purchase deal. 


Lune had learned at noon on 
that Tuesday he was the only 
guy plugging the hole in the dike 
that would keep San Francisco 
in the National League Lune 
im m ediately m ade a con­ 
ference call to the owners of the 
other ll teams and asked for a 
delay of 24 to 48 hours to seek a 
successor to Short. 
“They said no,” recalls 
Lune, “ “You got to come up 
with somebody right now ’ They 
gave me five hours " 
At 2 30 p m Lune was put in 
touch, through the office of 
Mayor George Moscone, with 
an attorney from Phoenix. 
Ariz , 
who 
h ad 
c a l l e d 
representing Herseth At 4 45 
p rn they agreed on a deal to 
buy the club jointly At 5 p m. 
Lune telephoned the rest of the 
National League on another 
conference call to commit $8 
million for the purchase of the 
team 
The league’s owners voted 
immediately ‘‘You’ve got your 
first shoutout,’ 
Freeney an­ 
nounced to Lune The vote was 
11-0 for the Lurie-Herseth com­ 
bine. 
The offices of the Lurie Com­ 
pany are on the 51st floor of the 
Bank of Amenca Building, a 
somber slab in the heart of the 
city From Lurie’s private of­ 
fice. there is a magnificent 
view of the bay through huge 
picture widows which face in 
the direction of Candlestick 
Park to the south. Stuck up on 
the wall with cellophane tape is 
a San Francisco Giants pen­ 
nant. I ts the only way one 
would know this is Control 
Central of a m ajor league 
baseball team 
Unless you riffled through the 
papers piled all over the desk in 
disarrayed clutter. They all 
relate to baseball because 
that’s where Lurie’s total con­ 
centration is now. 
Two extra secretaries have 
been hired just to answer the 
mail. 
“ I put in 15 hours a day,” 
sighs Lurie AI’ve never worked 
harder in my life. I’ve learned a 
helluva lot I didn t realize the 
amount of detail there was in 
this game 
‘‘Baseball is a fair investment, 
not a great investment But it’ll 
be profitable. I’m no expert.

The senior facility 


Lompoc’s senior citizens 
have long appealed for city 
resources to provide them 
with a viable facility where 
their many activities can be 
centered. 
The City Council acted ap­ 
propriately, we believe, with 
the appointment of a commit­ 
tee on aging The committee 
has been extremely active un­ 
der the chairmanship of Dr. 
Barry Coughlin, 
conducting 
open meetings and thoroughly 
studying the problems of the 
senior citizen with an eye 
toward a facility. 
The Council has approved 


$100,000 from 
block grant 
funds for the facility along 
with another $100,000 from 
other sources. These funds are 
mandated for the facility. 
It has become apparent to 
the committee and others in­ 
terested in the senior citizen 
facility that a fund of $200,000 
will not go far to provide the 
facility necessary to house all 
activities. 
Now two offers for existing 
facilities, the Knights of 
F’ythias Lodge Hall and the 
Church of Christ, have come 
forward. 
Hither of the facilities, we 


believe, would provide 
adequate space for a senior 
citizen facility, far more than 
the limited construction of a 
new facility with only a 
$200,000 fund 
The only other alternative if 
a spanking, brand new facility 
is required, will be to wait in­ 
terminably for some federal 
grant. 
It is our belief that the com­ 
mittee is properly evaluating 
these alternatives and that 
their decisions and recommen- 
dations will satisfy the 
m a j o r i t y of our senior 
citizens.

Is Zarb on way out? 


WASHINGTON 
In the bark rooms of 
Washington, the long knives are out for 
the Federal Anergy Administration and 
its beleaguered boss, Frank Zarb 
The oil industry, aided by a number of 
key Administration officials, is seeking 
to dismantle the agency and scatter its 
duties to other agencies 
At the very 
least, they want Zarb 
out as energy czar 
The capable Zarb 
has already lost much 
of his influence in 
White House inner cir­ 
cles 
President Ford 
used lo call him to the 
White House to consult 
on even the most 
minor energy matters 
Hut now the White 
House has cooled 
toward the energy 
chief, and he has to 
compete for presidential time like any 
other agency head 
Zarb s prestige dipped after he pushed 
the President into signing the controver

sial Knergy Policy and Conservation 
Act legislation that Big Oil abhors 
The law called for oil price hikes to be 
phased in slowly, thus helping the Presi­ 
dent on the economic front by controlling 
inflation But it infuriated the oil men, 
who wanted higher prices immediately 
They raised a howl about Zarb 
and 
the FFA rn general 
with their fnends 
in the White House and Treasury Depart­ 
ment Stung by tin* criticism, Zarb quiet­ 
ly discussed resignation with Ford But 
he decided to stay on at the President’s 
urging 
Now high-level sources say that Zarb 
may be forced out to placate the 
President’s oil industry supporters, par­ 
ticularly if Ronald Reagan beats him in 
the crucial Texas primary this Saturday 
Intimates say that Zarb now has his 
agency and his job One Senate sym­ 
pathizer pointed out that the feisty ad­ 
ministrator does have a trump card to 
play 
“ If they fire Frank now. it’ll be ob­ 
vious that Oil’ is behind it And the 
voters will see it as a cave-in bv Ford ” 


Massive undertaking 


Action by the school board Tuesday 
scuttling hopes for a fundamental school 
program this year also gave birth to 
one of the most ambitious undertakings, 
ever 
The trustees asked Supt 
Clarence 
Bloom to develop some procedural ideas 
for a “ comprehensive 
educational needs as­ 
sessment “ Blooms 
written report lo the 
board noted “ There is 
considerable evidence 
that parents, students 
and staff wish to be in­ 
volved in th** develop 
men! of goals and 
objectives for the 
\ 
/ 
schools 
^ 
Bloom 
told the 
board that it would be 
a major undertaking 
and thai a consultant might conceivably 
be required to complete the task 
Wednesday, Bloom told this reporter 
that he saw the project as number one 
priority for the school system and 
the 
task for the year ’* He stressed the word, 
th** 
Asked for a clarification of the stress, 
Bloom said it would be difficult for the 
staff to complete the assessment project 
and undertake any other major projects 
He agreed with this reporter s estima­ 
tion of the project as in the same 
magnitude as the Williams Report Dr 
Bill Williams put together a voluminous 
report on facility revenues that has been 
quoted and talked about since it was 
published two years ago 
There are some uncertainties about 
this new project For example how far is 
the board willing to go in the direction of 
tapping parent student and staff expec­ 
tancies” " lf the district had gone farther 
than it did in that direction at the time 
the board ordered I.a Mesa and 
Miguelito schools closed the two schools 
would still br in plans for the fall 
Bloom agreed with this reporter that 
the assessment project could be linked in 
some wavs with the Stull Art, which as 
most know is better known as the ac­ 
countability taw 
Bloom himself said 
Tuesday the assessment project would 
probably fold into the question “ What 
should our product be 
In other words 
what do we want our high school 
graduates to be or to be able to perform'’ 
In a sense the motivation behind those 
ideas is similar to that which has spurred 
the fundamental school proponents All 
of us want a graduate capable of dealing 
effectively with the world 


Not much is written as the days go by 
on the public concern for the costs of the 
educational system Despite the lack of 
words however the feelings of concern 
are still there Giovanni Cargasacchi got 


in a couple of licks Tuesday, just to keep 
th** district staff and the school board on 
their collective toes Cargasacchi 
questioned the cost of hinges A pair of 
five-inch hinges was being bought for 
133 
Are they made of solid silver,** he 
asked Well the hinges turned out to be 
heavy duty and will ball bearings, but 
still expensive by some standards 


school board chairperson Richard K 
Jacoby, TueMlav. perhaps harking to the 
past habit developed while he was a 
Lompoc city councilman, asked his 
fellow trustees “ What’s the wish of the 
coun cr board ’ 


School trustees Barbara Berg and Jack 
Hetman both want to sec some changes 
in the scheduling of the annual school 
open house event 
Berg suggested it 
would be better to spread the event over 
a longer period of time so that teachers 
and parents could visit more than one 
school Helman suggested that VVednes- 
dav might he skipped in the scheduling to 
avoid conflict with the regular weekly 
church night 


Indeed, close friends say that Zarb is 
so angry about the back stabbing that he 
may disclose just how the Ford Ad­ 
ministration has secretly catered to the 
oil men 
* 
Zarb s firepower within his own 
agency, however, may not be as potent 
While he has been out preaching the Ad­ 
ministration’s 
gospel, deputy ad­ 
ministrator John Hill has quietly taken 
over the day-to-day operations. 
Hill is polished Texas technocrat who 
is more palatable to the energy titans 
than Zarb 
For example, speaking before the 
industry-controlled American Gas As­ 
sociation. Hell went well beyond the call 
of duty to exclaim that “ congress can 
and must 
end the tragic history of 
federal regulation.*’ He told the 
delighted gas producers that. “ We need 
complete deregulation of the wellhead 
price for all new natural gas." 
Hill has been bolstered within FEA by 
three former Nixon campaign aides who 
suddenly appeared on the scene at the 
time Zarb was first losing his White 
House influence 
Thus, the rise of the Hill clique and the 
influence of Big Oil have combined to 
isolate Zarb from the agency he is trying 
to preserve 
Footnote Zarb refused to comment. 
Hill pointed out that he supported his 
boss during the fight over the Knergy 
Policy and Conservation Act, and 
claimed that “ if Frank Zarb went out the 
door. I’d go out the next da 
P H ILIP PIN E B R IB E Last July, we 
produced documents revealing that the 
Philippine government offered a 150.000 
bribe to keep a witness from testifying 
before th** I* S Congress about Philip­ 
pine strongman Ferdinand Marcos 
The witness. Primitive Mijares, a 
former Marcos aide, rejected the bribe

SAN FRANCISCO - A strike of 
municipal employes here, in its fourth 
week as this is being written, raises a 
larger question than merely that of a 
public angered and inconvenienced by no 
transportation and the stubborn resolve 
of the unions to hold onto what they have 
and get more if they can. The larger 
questions is where the 
real power lies in

presidential campaign The endorsement 
of union labor could be a decided disad­ 
vantage as large union contracts expire 
The rubber workers, who are on strike. 
are demanding big increases and the 
United Auto Workers are eyeing a possi­ 
ble summer walkout over the same 
The situation here bears some 
resemblance to that of New York City 
where Mavor Abe Hearne is struggling 
with the hydra-headed monster of debt 
and the stubborn stance of the municipal 
unions Pensions of city workers have 
ballooned in San Francisco as in New 
York beyond what must seem any sensi­ 
ble limit 
Gardeners in San Francisco’s city 
parks are paid $22,000 to $23,000. street 
sweepers $17,000. with pensions in 
proportion Plumbers and other craft un­ 
ion workers get tripletime for overtime 
beyond a 35-hour week 
In his office in the Italianate splendor 
of San Francisco’s City Hall Mayor 
George Moscone frankly admits that he 
can see no end to the current strike short 
of a fraying-out in sheer fatigue of the 
pickets who march back and forth at the 
entrance* to the hall Some of the pickets 
roughed up several municipal judges 
who walked through the line and that ad­ 
ded to the feeling rapidly growing in this 
city 
For 14 days Moscone stayed at his post 
sleeping on a cot in his inner office But 
he gave that up (Mi discovering that com­ 
mand headquarters could be transferred 
elsewhere and the the marathon strike 
showed no signs of ending 
Th** fact is. as he readily concedes with 
a somewhat disconsolate smile that th;- 
power is not in his hands, As in other 
cities across the land, authority is so 
divided that responsibility seems to rest 
finally nowhere The Board of Super­ 
visors. the overall authority, passed a 
resolution forbidding any city employe, 
including the Mayor, to declare a crisis 
and intervene Moscone vetoed it and the 
Board passed it IO to I over his veto 
Memories are still strong of the police 
strike of last year At that time, the 
city's police — many of them as shown 
in news photographs with their service 
revolvers in their holsters — walked the 
picket lines Supervisory personnel try­ 
ing to fill rn the gaps were threatened 
and in some instances manhandled 
That strike rn August ended after five 
days when Moscone s predecessor, the 
flamboyant Joseph Aiioto. yielded to the 
demands of the police declaring the city 
in a state of emergency The police were 
given a 13 per cent wage increase 
Members of the Board of Supervisors 
were furious 
They had sent repeated 
telegrams to Gov Edmund G (Jerry* 
Brown asking him to save San Francisco 
by sending in the National Guard The 
response from Brown in Sacramento was 
a resounding silence The spectacle of 
guardsmen with bayonets at the ready 
confronting armed police was not one to 
inspire a feeling of tranquility While the 
end of the strike brought a sigh of relief 
Aiioto was widely denounced for 
capitulation 
Moscone has long been known as a un­ 
ion man He won a Democratic nom ma 
(ion after Aiioto s retirement, with no 
difficulty 
But his majority in the 
general election was only 4 300 caused 
he says by the antiunion feeling that was 
on the rise 
In one respect San Francisco has a big 
edge over cities like New York and 
Detroit where a burden of debt im­ 
minently due threatens bankruptcy and 
breakdown as police, firemen and 
teachers are dismissed 
Ender the city s charter San Francisco 
may not borrow money But rising costs 
mean a comparable rise in property tax 


and that feeds the growing resentment of 
those struggling to govern this beautiful 
but troubled citv Tourists and conven- 
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tions are vital to San Francisco’s 
economy and a few more weeks of 
stalemate could be seriously crippling 
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The personnel manual here at The 
Record 
recommends that 
male 
employes wear ties and jackets while in 
the service of the newspaper, which is 
not an unreasonable request by any 
means 
Unfortunately, if the experience I have 
been having lately is any indication, 
most people are of the 
opinion that the only 
ones who are supposed 
to w ear ties and 
jackets in grocery 
stores are the store 
managers. 
After work the other 
day, I stopped off at a 
grocery store on the 
way home and was 
still garbed in my tie 
and jacket. On my way 
around the market to 
pick up a few items 
that my Child Bride had asked me to br­ 
ing home, I was hailed three times by 
other customers. 
One lady in the produce department 
came up and demanded, “ Where are 
your leaks0’* 
Immediately I wondered how she pos­ 
sibly could have known about the minor 
problem I was having in my car. but I 
replied, “ Well, until I took it to the gar­ 
age the other day, the car had a small 
drip from the crankcase, but the 
mechanic fixed it up just fine ” 
I proceeded to pick up what appeared 
to be a large bunch of onions when the 
lady said. “ Fresh’” 
“ Yes.ma’am.’* I replied 'They’re just 
about the freshest leeks I ever 
oh. 
sorry, ma am ’’ 
The next case of mistaken identity 
came when a woman with an arm full of 
groceries rushed up and said. “ My iden­ 
tity card is in your file Would you okay 
this check for me quickly so I won’t have 
to be delayed going through the 
checkstand0’’ 
I just stood there dumbfounded as to 
what to do. for she had thrust the check 
into my hand 
When I didn t respond right away she 
lifted up a package of buns from the top 
of her armful of groceries and peered at 


me She eyed my tie and dress shirt 
suspiciously and said, “ You A RE the 
manager, aren't you ’” 
“ No, ma’am,** I said “ You see 
“ W ell!” she huffed, “ Of all the 
nerve!” 
Then there were three young men who 
looked as if they had just returned from 
a surfing expedition They raced down 
one aisle, spotted me in the cottage 
cheese section and said, “ Where are the 
eggs0” 
By this time I had grown weary of the 
whole thing and told them I didn't know 
and furthermore I didn t car** 
“ Huh!” said one of the lads “ Some 
kook of a manager he is He doesn t even 
know where he keeps his eggs.” 
I thought of a couple of lightning com­ 
ebacks, but rather than damage the store 
manager’s image any more than I 
already had. I decided against saying 
anything further 
A similar incident occurred once when 
I was attending the annual Editor's 
Conference in Palo Alto Each person at­ 
tending is given an identification badge, 
and following the afternoon session I had 
forgotten to remove my badge when I 
wandered into a branch of a well known 
department store 
It wasn't a half minute before I was 
confronted by a woman who wanted me 
to direct her to the copper-bottomed 
pans I told her I had no idea where they 
were in my firmest but politest manner. 
“ The chairman of the board of this 
company is a personal friend of mine,” 
she said, “ and your insolence has just 
cost you your job young man,"* she 
promised 
I thanked her for the “ young man’’ and 
ambled on down the aisle 
She was furious over my lack of con­ 
cern and followed me long enough to take 
the name off my badge so she could have 
me fired forthwith 
After more than 25 years in the new­ 
spaper business, I have no particular 
desire to change vocations, but if I ever 
get tired of putting the news of the world 
together 
I just might consider retail 
merchandising management 
Mt#• r all. I vc had plenty of experience 
already, without even trying
